(Manufacture and Supply) (No. 9) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 1434, price ld.). These Directions came into operation 
on Ist January 1945, and introduce into the Directions listed 
below a new paragraph with regard to the price control of utility 
clothing and footwear. 

*\ The effect of the new provision is that, if a manufacturer’s 
prices or service charges for a range of utility clothing or foot- 
* wear, over a period, exceed the maximum prices or charges, 
3 the total figures for the whole of the period may be submitted 
: for the consideration of the Court in a- prosecution, without the 


necessity of issuing separate summonses in respect of individual 
transactions. 

No new requirements are imposed upon any manufacturer, 
and if a manufacturer complies with the provisions with regard 
to prices and service charges for individual articles, he cannot 
be committing an offence under this paragraph. But in future, 
during any period of from four to twelve months, the total of a 
manufacturer’s gross prices and service charges for any utility 
clothing or footwear, may not exceed the total of his costs of 
production and sale and the permitted margins, provision being 
made for adjustments for opening and closing stocks and for any 
case in which the costs and margins for a particular article exceed 
the ceiling prices.

Household Rubber Gloves Without Permits 


The Board of Trade have made the Rubber Gloves (No. 2) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1328, price 1d.) removing the 
restriction imposed in 1942 on the sale of household rubber 
gloves, which until now have been obtainable only on production 
of a buying permit. The effect of this is to allow any remaining 
stocks of these gloves to be disposed of freely ; but this does not 
denote any easing of the rubber situation nor does it mean that 
the manufacture of household rubber, gloves is likely to, be 
resumed in the near future. 

The Ministry of Supply have however limited stocks of house- 
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hold rubber gloves which they will now sell in accordance with 
the arrangements for the disposal of surplus Government stocks 
outlined in the White Paper on disposals policy (Cmd. 6539). 
By arrangement with the Board of Trade the Ministry will sell 
to wholesalers who normally dealt in rubber gloves of this kind 
at a price of 15s. 4d. a dozen pairs (exclusive of Purchase Tax) 
less 2} per cent. discount for cash in thirty days. Applications 
should be addressed to the Rubber Control, Empire House, 
St. Martins le Grand, E.C.1. 

As the quality of these gloves may vary considerably, the 
Rubber Control will replace to the trader who bought from 
them any gloves which are shown to have been defective at the 
time of purchase from the Ministry and consequently are unfit 
for sale, if application is made within six months of the date of 
purchase. Should replacement prove impossible, the purchase 
price paid to the Ministry of Supply in respect of the unsaleable 
gloves will be refunded. 

After consultation with the Central Price Regulation Com- 
mittee the Board of Trade have also made the Household Rubber 
Gloves (Maximum Prices) Ordér, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1329, 
price ld.), which fixes ceiling prices and maximum margins of 
profit for wholesalers and retailers of such gloves. The Order 
applies to all household rubber gloves, including any which whole- 
salers or retailers may have in stock, and is not confined to 
Government surplus gloves. The wholesale margin is 21-22 per 
cent. on cost exclusive of Purchase Tax (174 per cent. on returns) 
and the retail margin is 50 per cent. on cost exclusive of tax (33} 
per cent. on returns).

Control of Agar 


Under the Control of Agar (No. 1) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 1740), issued by the Ministry of Supply, the maximum 
price for agar in any form was fixed at 30s. per lb. The Control 
of Agar (No. 2) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1321, price 1d.), 
which came into force on Ist December, makes allowance for 
the expenses and loss of material involved in shredding and 
grinding by authorising higher maximum prices for agar in 
shred or powder form. The new Order also exempts exports of 
agar from price control.

Control of Flax 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Flax (No. 20) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1376, price 1d.), which comes 
into operation on Ist January 1945. revoking the Schedule of 
Maximum Prices for Dry Spun Flax Yarns which has been in 
force since Ist January, 1943, and bringing into operation a 
new schedule.

Piston and Liner Control 


Ministry of Supply, Branch T.T.3, announces that as from 
Ist January 1945, compulsory certificate procedure as affecting 
all pistons ordered for civil use will be discontinued. 

Manufacturers may, however, at their discretion, continue to 
demand Certificates of Consumption or Certificates of Need in 
respect of any piston types in short supply. 

The relaxation of the Control does not mean that piston etoche 
may now be freely purchased by traders or operators, and any 
firms (other than Ministry of Supply accredited stockists) wishing 
to acquire a stock of pistons must supply to Piston and Liner 
Control for prior approval. 

Certificate procedure in respect of cylinder liners remains 
unaltered until further notice. 
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The School Furniture Industry and Post- 


War Reconstruction 


The Joint Reconstruction Committee, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the manufacturers and of the trade unions, appoin- 
ted by the President of the Board of Trade, has recently pre- 
sented an Interim Report and is now engaged on the preparation 
of a Final Report to be submitted early in 1945. 

In its Interim Report, the Committee draws attention to two 
important factors affecting the future well-being of education 
and of the industry. 

Firstly, there are no statistics in existence which give the 
extent of the post-war demand for school furniture. This 
information the Committee has, with the approval of the Board 
of Education, set out to obtain from all education authorities in 
England, Scotland and Wales. Without this information, as 
the Committee point out, it is impossible to plan the future 
production of school furniture on the correct scale. The industry 
has never employed the whole of its available factory space on 
school furniture alone and the Committee are anxious to ensure 
that school furniture shall receive a correct allocation of capacity. 

Secondly, the industry habitually suffered in pre-war years 
from the adverse effects of a seasonal demand, it being the 
practice of authorities to place the bulk of their orders for 
delivery in the autumn months, with the result that manufac- 
turers had no alternative but to dispense with surplus labour 
during the slack period. It is intended to obtain the co-operation 
of authorities in order to eliminate such adverse effects. 

The Report makes it clear that the industry has suffered 
comparatively little from war damage, and that manufacturers 
are in a position to change over to their peace-time products 
with practically no delay as soon as materials and labour are 
released for the purpose. 


Furniture Units Extended 


The improvement in the output of utility furniture has con- 
tinued, and the increase in the allowance of units has now been 
extended to people who received their units between Ist April 
and 3lst July 1944. Advertisements in the newspapers will 
give exact details on how and where to apply for extra units. 
Those who received permits between Ist September 1943 and 
31st March 1944 and who have not yet applied for extra units 
may still do so. 

People who wish to make application for utility furniture for 
the first time should use form UFD/1A, copies of which may be 
collected at any Local Fuel Office or obtained by writing to the 
Board of Trade, Furniture Section, Neville House, Page Stréet, 
London, 8.W.1. If they qualify for utility furniture, they may 
receive at least half of their allowance in brown units which are 
valid at once. The balance will be in green units which will 
not become valid until a date to be announced later. 


M.E.S.C. Import Modifications 


fhe Middle East Supply Centre has announced that after 
consultation with supply and shipping authorities in London 
and Washington the British and American Authorities in the 
M.E.S.C. have now communicated to the Governments of Middle 
Eastern countries important modifications in the present system 
of M.E.S.C. control. 

The most important feature of the changes which have been 
made is that over a wide range of items M.E.S.C. recommenda- 
tions of territorial import licences will no longer be required. 
The import licensing regulations at present in force in all terri- 
tories will however continue. 

A further and fuller announcement will be published in Board 
of Trade Journal as soon as possible. 


Machinery, Plant and Appliances 
(Control) Orders 


Under the Machinery Plant and Appliances (Control) (No. 9) 
Order, 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945 No. 6, price 1d.), in force on 
15th January 1945, the Board of Trade are empowered to grant 
licences to manufacturers to supply the machinery, plant and 
appliances controlled under previous Orders. The Board propose 
in future to grant only such licences, the existing power to grant 
licences to persons to acquire controlled goods being retained 
solely in view of outstanding licences issued to such persons. It 
will thus be necessary, in future, for the manufacturer, and not 
the acquirer, to make all applications for licence, forms for that 
purpose being obtainable from the Industrial Supplies Depart- 
ment, Machinery Licences Division, Board of Trade, 1-6 Tavistock 
Square? London, W.C.1. 

Further, reconditioning is no longer to be regarded as ‘‘ manu- 
facture,” and parts for reconditioning, in addition to parts for 
repair, will now be exempt from control.

ware n.0.s.), 303 (photographic negatives and printing paper 
excluding X-ray films), 317 (cartridges), 321 (paint and varnish 
brushes) (joint quota with Serial No. 324), 322 (b) (other toilet 
brushes), 324 (brushes other) (joint quota with Serial No. 321), 
325 (toys and games requisites), 326 (buttons, metal), and 336 
(buttons other than metal) have been revised. 

The essentiality quotas for packing and wrapping paper 
(Serial No. 160) and cotton twist and yarn (Serial No. 180) have 
been fixed as “ Nil-merits.” Licences will not ordinarily be 
granted, but applications will be considered if it is established 
that the import is for essential requirements. 
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For all musical instruments falling under Serial Nos. 309 and 
310 a joint quota by value has been fixed on the basis of past 
imports during the year Ist April 1941 to 3lst March 1942. 
Importers have been requested to submit statements of past 
imports for calculation of quota. 

No licences will be issued for the importation of “ Navy 
Melton ”’ falling under Serial Nos. 186, 187, 191, and 192, but 
imports thereof in the basic year will not be included for purposes 
of calculation of quota. 


REVALIDATION OF IMPORT LICENCES

REVALIDATION OF ESSENTIALITY CERTIFICATES 


The Board of Trade are informed by the High Commissioner 
for Southern Rhodesia, 429 Strand, London, he has been autho- 
rised to revalidate Southern Rhodesian Essentiality Certificates 
in the following circumstances :— 

Where the United Kingdom exporter holds a Southern 
Rhodesian Essentiality Certificate which is no longer valid 
and which covers goods now no longer requiring Export Licences 
from the Board of Trade. is 
When the required extension of the validity period of the 

Ussentiality Certificate has been received from the High Com- 
missioner’s Office,-the exporter must communicate such informa- 
tion to the importer in Southern Rhodesia in order that he may 
approach the Southern Rhodesian Department of Supply to 
obtain customs clearance. 

The above procedure is only applicable where United Kingdom 
Export Licences are not required. When revalidation of Essen- 
tiality Certificates is required for goods liable to export licences 
the importer in Southern Rhodesia must still approach the 
Department of Supply in the Colony for the required extension 
of validity.

British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 9th December. The transplanting and sowing of 
paddy and dry crops are progressing. Standing crops are fair. 

Bihar, 19th December. The sowing of rabi, harvesting and 
threshing of Aghani paddy and the crushing of sugarcane are 
continuing. 

Orissa, 18th December. The harvesting of winter paddy is 
continuing. Early winter paddy is being threshed. The sowing 
of wheat and summer paddy is progressing. Standing crops are 
generally average to good except for cotton in the Multan district 
which is under average. 

Bengal, 20th December. Prospects of standing crops are 
fairly favourable and the harvesting of Aman paddy is con- 
tinuing. 


COTTON CROP—-FIRST ESTIMATE 


The first official estimate of the All-India cotton area for 
1944-45 amounts to 11,560,000 acres (Bengal 1,469,000 acres, 
Americans 3,120,000, Oomras 3,737,000 and others 3,225,000). 

This constitutes a decrease of 24 per cent. compared with last 
year’s corresponding revised figure, which is due chiefly to the 
campaign to grow more food crops and partly owing to the 
comparatively lower prices for cotton in relation to food crops. 

The forecast relates to the end of October for the state of 
Hyderabad and to the end of July or the beginning of August 
for the remaining areas. 
j-xAt the end of last season the Indian Government announced 
that of the 103 million acres under short-staple cotton at that 
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time, 3}, million acres or roughly 30 per cent., should be pro- 
ducing food crops in thg forthcoming season. 


SUGARCANE ACREAGE 

The first official estimate of the all-India sugarcane area for 

this season gives 3,997,000 acres, an increase of 2 per cent. over 

the corresponding revised estimate last year. Condition is good 
on the whole.

Apex (Trinidad) Oilfields 
WAR-TIME PRODUCTION RECORD 


MR. MALCOLM MACLACHLAN’S STATEMENT 


The following is an extract from the report of the directors, 
which incorporates the annual statement of Mr. Malcolm 
Maclachlan (the chairman), presented at the annual general 
meeting of the Apex (Trinidad) Oilfields Ltd., on 4th January 
1945. 


The profit for the year amounted to £293,516, making, with the — 


balance of £144,483 brought forward from the previous year, a 
total of £437,999. Against this amount there is chargeable 
interim dividend No. 48 of 12} per cent., directors’ additional 
remuneration, provision for taxation and provision for deferred 
drilling operations, totalling £192,188, thus leaving a balance 
to the credit of profit and loss account of £245,811. The directors 
now recommend the payment of a final dividend of 17} per cent., 
less British income tax at 5s. 0}d. in the £, making a total 
dividend of 30 per cent. for the year. 


During the five years to 30th September 1944, approximately 
521,000 feet have been drilled and production has amounted to 
over 20,000,000 barrels of crude oi] and 17,000,000 gallons of 
casing-head gasolene. The average annual production has thus 
exceeded the record for any year.prior to the war. 


The annual rate of production has been determined by the 
incidence of the controlled drilling policy in accordance with 
which production for the year to 30th September 1944, was 
approximately 3,760,000 barrels of crude oil and 3,127,000 
gallons of casing head gasolene and was obtained from 267 wells. 


Throughout the period deliveries’ of crude oil have been made 
to Trinidad Leaseholds Ltd., under our sales agreement, products 


therefrom being dealt with under arrangements with the autho- * 


rities. Latterly, deliveries of casing head gasolene have also 
been made to Trinidad Leaseholds: Ltd., by arrangement with 
United British Oilfields of Trinidad Ltd. 


The price which the company has received for its production 
during the-war has shown some increase over pre-war prices 
but not proportionate to the increase.in the cost of. both labour 
and materials. 


It is of interest to record that, in addition to the very substan- 
tial amount of essential war material supplied, this company has 
contributed in-the-form of taxation and-reyalties in respect of 
the five years approximately £1,200,000, equivalent: to more 
than double the share capital. 


It is clear that production on the scale of the past five years 
cannot be maintained without replacément of the reserves of 
oil whieh have been drawn on so freely in the national interest. 
Indeed, in normal circumstances production on that scale would 
not have been contemplated without corresponding drilling to 
extend the proven areas of the property. « While war-time 
conditions have precluded a normal drilling programme, the 
drilling which has been done has not resulted in extensions of 
the proven acreage to the degrée which initial drilling results 
had previously indicated. ; 


As a first step in taking. stock of prospects for the future the 
Trinidad management’ were requested to review the position as 
regards reserves of oil. Inthis connection it is of great interest 
that the total output of oil since the field commenced substantial 
production in 1921 amounts to 69,000,000 barrels, of which by 
far the greater part’ has been obtained from an area of some 
1,200 acres out of 5,688’ acres over which the company holds oil 
rights—a remarkable achievement. 


The Trinidad management now estimate that the production 
to date constitutes somewhat over two-thirds of.the total ultimate 
production as estimated in the light of present knowledge. 


A drilling programme has-been prepared to determine to 
what extent the proven acreage can be extended. | Drilling 
operations continue to be controlled, but it has recently been 
possible to commence these further operations and it is trusted 
the conditions in the near future will permit the maintenance 
of this_prégramme. In this connection it is satisfactory that, 
as the balance-sheet shows, the company has substantial resources 
available for its operations. 


It is estimated that the production of crude.oil for the current 
year to 30th Septémber 1945 will amount to 3,380,000 barrels.
